SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


We  are  architects  building  in  these  walls  of 

time.  Each  impression  we  make,  whether  great 

or  small,  will  someday  reflect  itself  in  our 
accomplishments. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Ann  Graham  and 
Wallace  Ford  we  cautiously  and  sometimes  shyly 
laid  our  plans  for  what  we  hoped  would  be  a 
masterpiece  which  could  be  in  some  way  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  senior  class  which  directed 
the  progress  of  Harding  the  year  we  entered, 
1947. 

With  Jimmy  Kiser  leading  us  during  the  first 
semester  of  our  second  year  at  Harding,  we 
continued  to  make  plans  for  our  foundation. 
Wondering  when  our  plans  would  be  put  to 
work,  we  elected  Wallace  Ford  to  take  up  the

Filled  with  much  excitement,  we  began  our 
Junior  year  under  the  guidance  of  Virginia  Strat- 
ton  for  the  first  semester  and  Jimmy  Kiser  the 
second.  As  the  second  semester  progressed,  our 
thoughts  were  centered  around  plans  for  one  of 
our  most  long  awaited  events— our  Junior-Senior! 
On  May  9,  at  the  Hotel  Charlotte,  we,  the  class 
of  '52,  presented  what  we  believed  was  the  best 
Junior-Senior  ever.  (By  the  way,  we  were  the 


first  to  have  it  at  the  Hotel  Charlotte.)  To  add 
more  excitement  to  our  year,  we  enthusiastically 
made  our  first  down  payments  for  our  class  rings. 
Then  on  Maroon  and  Gold  Day  seven  of  us 
juniors  were  selected  to  serve  as  Imperatores. 

The  last  details  prove  to  be  the  success  or  fail- 
ure of  work  no  matter  how  slowly  and  carefully 
the  progress  has  been  or  how  much  thought  and 
time  have  been  put  into  the  work.  Our  last  year 
was  the  "final  touch"— the  truly  significant  task. 
There  were  those  architects,  just  beginning, 
whose  plans  were  influenced  by  our  "finished 
products''  just  as  ours  had  been  when  we  began 
our  building. 

Patsy  White,  president,  with  Billy  Morris, 
vice-president,  Mary  Ellen  Beam,  secretary,  and 
Betty  Pace,  treasurer,  led  us  through  one  part 
of  our  never-to-be-forgotten  year— our  senior  year. 
Our  "mighty  Rams"  with  Bobby  Jackson  and 
Jimmy  Wood  as  Co-Captains  roared  into  one  of 
their  mightiest  seasons,  and  Harding  placed  five 
players  on  the  All-City  squad.  Touches  of  beauty 
were  added  by  Shirley  Gardner,  senior  attendant 
in  the  court  of  Sue  Davis,  Gridiron  Queen  at 
Homecoming,  which  began  with  one  of  the  best 
parades  our  school  has  known,  progressed 
through  a  victorious  game  against  the  Gastonia 
"Green  Wave,''  and  ended  with  an  open  house 
given  bv  the  Varsity  Club.  Joan  Wilson  twice 
donned  the  title  of  Miss  Harding,  once  for 
Homecoming  and  again  for  the  Carrousel. 

It  was  not  until  we  began  taking  senior  pic 
tures,  electing  superlatives,  and  making  plans 
for  Class  Day  that  we  could  truly  realize  this 
was  our  last  year  at  Harding.  Soon  we  would  be 
parting  from  the  school  that  we  had  learned  to 
love  to  follow  life's  different  roads  to  build  our 
future. 

Our  last  days  at  Harding  have  been  busy  yet 
happy  ones.  First  came  the  Junior-Senior,  fol- 
lowed a  short  time  later  by  Class  Night.  Bacca- 
laureate, and  then  Commencement,  the  biggest 
day  of  our  lives. 

And  this  ends  the  architectural  work  of  the 
class  of  '52.  We  as  a  class  have  completed  our 
task,  but  as  individuals  we  will  go  out  into  the 
world  as  mere  beginners,  attempting  to  build  our 
futures.
